2. Approved assessment and imposition of a surcharge of $7.95 per month on
the residents of the area vithin the boundaries of the North Central
Austin Growth Corridor Municipal Utility District No. 1.

RESOLUTIONS

3. Authorized the negotiation and execution of an Interim Operating
Agreement between the City of Austin, the North Central Austin Growth
Corridor Municipal Utility District No. 1 (MUD) and Am-Tex to provide
for an orderly transition between the time of dissolution of the MUD and
the provision of all City services by the City of Austin.

4. Authorized the assignment from the MUD to the City of Austin of a
contract with Pampered Lawns-Austin, Inc. for the continuation of parks
maintenance in the MUD area for a period of one year, with a right to
extend for one year.

5. Authorized an orderly and efficient transition for the provision of City
services to the MUD area and to notify all appropriate entitles and
authorities of the City's annexation of the area.
